The prior art of record does not expressly teach or render obvious, in the context of the 
claims taken as a whole as recited in independent claims 1, 8, 14, and 22. 

The determining of a capability of the device, and selecting conversion and selection 
rules based on the capability of the device was uncovered in U.S. Publication 2004072484 
(Hafsteinsson et al.), the inheritance of attributes from ancestors/superclasses was uncovered in 
U.S. Patent 6,629,128 (Glass). However, the references taken alone or in combination do not 
expressly teach or render obvious, "if the selected adapter does not map to the control, 
determining if an ancestor of the selected adapter maps to the control, indicating that the adapter 
set is applicable if an ancestor of the selected adapter maps to the control, if an ancestor of the

selected adapter does not map to the control, indicating that the adapter set is not applicable," in 
the context of the claims taken as a whole, as recited in independent claims 1, 8, 14, and 22. 

Nor was a reference uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for asserting 
a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the invention was made, 
knowing the determining of a capability of the device, and selecting conversion and selection 
rules based on the capability of the device and the inheritance of attributes from 
ancestors/superclasses would have combine to arrived at the present method/system/program 
product as recited in the context of the independent claims 1,8, 14, and 22.
